LONDON, Aug. *22.—Lord Salisbury died 
peacefully at 9.05 o'clock tonight. During 
the past 48 hours the end was seen to be 
inevitable, the great frame of England's 
ex-premier being sustained only by fhe con- 
stant use of oxygen. Even the administra- 
tion of oxygen failed to effect as the even- 
ing advanced, and soon afier the shadows 
had crept up from the valley and enshroud- 
ed the dull red walls of Hatfield house, the 
distinguished statesman, making the last 
effort of his life, turned slightly towards 
his favorite daughter, Lady Gwendoline 
Cecil, who was kneeling beside him, and 
then quietly breathed his last. 

Lord Edward Cecil had ‘been warned 
early this afternoon by telegraph that the 
end was near. All the other members of 
his lordship’s famliy had gathered at the 
bedside. Dr. Dougias Powell, who had at- 


tended Lord Salisbury, was notified by tele- 
grapb this morning that it was use ess for 
him to come and he was therefore absent 
at the end.

Priest Prepared 
a Written Account.

Pedro Alvarado Six Years Ago Was 
a Poor Laborer, Working Long 
Hours, When Employment Was Of- 
fered, for the Pittance of 30c a Day 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

CHIHUAss e.., Mexioo, Aug. 22.—Pedro 
Alvarado, who died at Parral this week, 
and whose fortune was estimated at $85,- 
000,000, was a laborer, earning 80 cents a 
day by working tn a mine six years agv. 
Alvarado's mother was an Indian of the 
Yuaui tribe, his father a Mexican. For 
the last four vears he has been the sen- 
gation of - Mexico. 

Absolutely without education, barely be- 
inz able to do more than write his name, 
Alvarado yet continued as the executive 
head of the great silver mine, the Palmillo, 
attended to all the details of its operation, 
and became the most noted philanthropist 
Mexico has ever known. Nothing im fiction 
offers anything more romantic than the 
rise of this laborer to the position of the 
wealthiest man in the Mexican republic. On 
Dec. 1, 1992, he sent an offer to the Mexican 
gvvernmemt to pay the national debt. 

Six years ngo Alvarado becamo weary of 
laboring deep down In mines, where for 1¢ 


houre a day he could neither see the sun 
nor obtain a breath of fresh air, and, plac- 
ing his seanty hoardings in his pocket, 
started out alone on a prospecting tour 
through the wildest part of the Sierra 
Madre mountains. He resolved to keep on 
prospecting until driven by starvation back 
to the work of a laborer. For months he 
found nothing to cause a ray of hope From 
daylight to dark he plodded up and ‘down 
lofty mountains, scoured each gulch and

With a stone hatchet 
he broke off part of the quartz and saw 
native wire silver, running in slender 
threads through it. 

His heart leaped. He knew he had come 
upon the outcropping of a valuable deposit. 
He prospected further in the vicinity and 
discovered that this part of the canyon 
seemed to be underlaid with rich silver 
deposits. He at once staked out his claims 
and organized a company to work the 
mine. He named his mine the Patmillo, 
after the village where he was born. 

He began with a modest working force, 
then increased his staff of workers grad- 
ually; but at the end of a year, so vast 
hud grown the enterprise that the plant 
had been so conservatively begun had now 
grown to large proportions.

Finally he hit upon a systematic 
plan for relieving the poor of the provirg+ 
in which he lived. He also built a magnifi- 
cent cathedral and donated it to the Cath- 
olic Church. His charities made him 
famous through Mexico. 

Residents of New Mexico and (Arizona 
heard of his munificent benefactions, and 
he was besiegwed by battalions of DS ggars 
from the lU'nited States. He gave away 
much money in this way. The fact that he 
was a great admirer of America and 
American institutions made him easy prey 
for any grasping imposter from across the 
border. Even although supplying liberally 


to the United States and become 
an Ameérican citizen.

'settle in New York City. He never visited 
the northern part of the United States, but 
expressed great curiosity regurding it, say- 
ing that portions of the United States he 
had seen seemed like paradise to him, and 
he was particularly impressed by the 
people, whu, he said, seemed so superior to 
these persons with whom he had come in 
contact in the mountain districts of his 
native land.

In her final speech to the fury, Mma. 

Ifumbert, seeking much dramatic effect in 
making the promised revelation of her great 
secret. deviared that Crawford's real name 
was Regnier, and that he was the g0-be- 
tween for Bismarck and Marshal Bazaine 
at the close of the Franco-Prussian war. 

This name. s0 different from the one 
gynost canvassed in this connection, failed to 
gatisfy court or spectators and the jury's 
verdict convicting all came in promptly. 

The revelations in this trial recall what 
Paul Bourget said in his novel ‘Outre 
Mer.” that whenever Americans have a lit-

man makes use of his idle hours to find 
out who his father was. Twain's remark 
was resented by French writers, but it ts

Six firemen were injured, two of them 
Seriously, by the collapse of a roof during 
the fire which destroyed the store of the 
Leuhrmann Hay and Grain Co., at Second 
and Clinton streets at 2 o'clock Saturday 
afternoon. 

Four of the men were pinned under 
heavy timbers, almost in the center of 
the burning building and had to be sawed 
and chopped out.

The injured men, dragging a lead of hose, 
felt their way through the dense smoke 
to the big door and started through the 
passageway to play a stream on tue hay 
on either side. 

They had gone about fifteen feet when. 
with a crash, the entire roof fell in on 
them, knocking them down and imprison- 
ing them. 

With saws and axes half a dozen men 
rushed to their rescue and in five minuces 
cut them out and carried them to the 
open alr. 

The men were almost suffocated by the 
smoke and were suffering from thelr in- 
juries. 

Richard O'Neill was most seriously in- 
jured, his right leg being almost torn off. 
‘the fire was discovered in the southwest 
corner of the building at 2 o'clock and an 
alarm, quickly followed by a second and 
general, was turned in. The origin of the 
blaze is unknown. It spread rapidly to 
all parts of the building, the burning ha 
and the red hot plates of iron of whic 
vo Alena were made giving out a terrible 
eat.

According to information filed with the. 
interior department prior to making pub- 
lic the Brosius report, it appears that the

WASHINGTON, Aug. 22.—Creek and 
Cherokee Indians have been notified that 
they will not be permitted to negotiate for 
the disposal of their lands until the In- 
terior Department has Dias scrutinized and 
approved the conveyance. 

This is not to considered an effort 
toward the exposure or pupnishment of any 
individuels or companies charged with 
fraudulent dealing, but simply a movement 
to guardl against the future illicit traffic in 
the lands pending the government investi- 


ation.

Hans had his own way In three of these, 
and took off the medals for the hammer 
throw, shot put and discus throw. The 
manner in which he took them suggested 
that they should bave been handed to him 
without the delay of a struggle. 

‘An unfortunate accident prevented Hans 
frfom going home with a fourth first place 
meda!—that for the 66-pounds weight. Some 
person unknown stole the 656-pound ball, 
and the event had to be abandoned.

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THE CONSCIENCE OF THE COMMUNITY. 

With one exception every writer and speaker who has dis- 
cussed lynching during the past ten days has dwelt upon a 
regular, prompt and certain administration of law as the best, 
and, in fact, the only remedy for lawlessness. 

Neither bribery nor lynching would have become the typical 
American crimes had not the people lost the implicit confidence 
in the organs of justice essential to the stability of society. 

Persons with criminal instincts are always on the alert to 
take advantage of judicial and legislative complaisance. The 
prevalence of boodling on a large scale all over the country 
proves this. Persons who habitually take the passionate rather 
than the'reasonable view of life do not restrain their violent im- 
pulses when they fancy the courts are indifferent. Lynching is 
an example of how men pursue justice passionately instead of 
reasonably. When courts do not inflict punishment violent men 
are tempted to wreak vengeance. 

But back of the inert court is the inert community. Ex-Sena- 
tor Hill said in a recent speech that the citizen “should assist in 
the creation of a healthy public sentiment which should demand 
that no person charged with crime shall be punished therefor 
except under due process of law and by lawful officials.” 

It is safe to say that, exposed to the censures of such a com- 
munity, no judge would strain at gnats and swallow camels, and 
no light-headed police magistrate would dare to compliment a 
citizen for taking the law into his own hands. 

A fearless, intelligent and energetic judiciary acting as the 
conscience of a community self-governing and law-loving—this 
and this only will put an en@ to lawlessness or reduce it to a 
minimum.

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RESPONSIBILITY TO AUTHORITY. 

Mr. Wilson H. Gill is beginning a movement for reorganizing 
American schools on the co-operative principle of equality. Un- 
der his system, as it is introduced in eastern cities, children 
are to be organized in the schools into school republics, which 
are to manage themselves. 

If this were merely play and ended with the sound of the 
lesson bell it might be well enough. Mr. Gill. however, does not 
intend that it shall so end. He wishes to introduce what he 
thinks a new spirit into the schools. 

His work in this line, however, is-ex post facto. All he 
wishes to do, is so far accomplished already that the one 
thing public schools ought chiefly to teach, is hardly possible 
from them at present. 

That one thing is the meaning of the responsibility which 
belongs to freedom, the full and free respect for just authority 
without which liberty is impossible. 

This ought to be taught first of all in the family, but when 
there are only two parents in a family of six and “the co-op- 
erative principle of equality” is brought home from school by 
the majority, the two in the minority at home will be wise, 
indeed, if they can prevent the majority from ruling. 

Public education ought to sustain family authority in all 
things, that children may grow to the full age of responsibility 
with a full sense of what responsibility means. But so long 
as such ideas as those so boldly proclaimed by Mr. Gill are 
latent in the schools, the full weight of public education is 
thrown against family responsibility.

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ORGANIZATION AND MASSACRE, 


On August 12 the Bulgarians captured the Turkish town of 
Kenati, and, according to the cablegrams, certainly not inspired 
by Turks, “massecred the inhabitants.” 

On August 16 Bulgaria addressed an appeal to the civilized 
powers against the “Turkish policy of massacre” in Macedonia. 
This was three days after the massacre of Turks in Kenati and 
long enough for the civilized world to forget that incident. 

After this opening, the cablegrams from the Balkans for the 
rest of the month to date have alternated in much the same 
way, with massacres on both sides and protests from the side 


which represented civilization.

Bangs, ¢u> — <te board of trustees of Co- 
lumbia University, who is preparing preliminary plans for the 
school of Journalism founded by Mr. Joseph Pulitzer, gives ont 
some hints of the studics to be pursued.

The journalist is like the lawyer, born, not made. The born 
lawyer will become a good lawyer if he get his training in the 
inuch-lauded school of experience. But he could become a better 
one if he is trained in a law school. 

According to Mr. Bangs’ preliminary announcement there wili 
be thorough training in English, in logic, in the elements of eco- 
nomics and of political science, history of the United States and 
the contemporary history of Europe. On the technical side there 
will be instruction in newspaper administration, newspaper 
manufacture, Jaw and ethies of journalism, the history of the 
press and related subjects. 

Not the least important paragraph in Mr. Bangs’ announce- 
meit is this: 

“There will be a eumayrote newspaper plant in the Columbia 
School of Journalism.” 

The examinations for admission will be such as 7 high 
school graduate can take. 

Mr. Bangs does not speak officially, but the outline will give 
the reader a generally correct idea of the scope of instruction.

Ad- 
ditionally, the Chicago oliff houses were not 
ocoupied, and were therefore cold and with- 
out interest to anyone except the man 
whose cranium is the abiding place of a 
small bug on the subject. 

The cliff dwelling at Forest Park wil! 
embrace a remedy for both these defects. 
They will be lifted to dizzy heights, and 
will be ocoupled by southwestern Indians, 
who are regarded as the descendants of 
the people who left the canyons full of cliff 
dwellings at the south end of the Rocky 
Mountains.

The Beautiful Cliff 


Palace Restored. 


Mr. Tobin intends reproducing and restor- 
ing the most elaborate and beautiful cliff 
village in the world—the Cliff Palace. It 
stands in Ruin Canon, in the extreme 
southwest of Colorado, and has 125 rooms, 


half of them in separate buildings. Cliff 
Palace is a collective proper noun. It ap- 
plies to the whole village, and is a name 
given it by Richard Wetherill, who dis- 
covered it on the Ute Indian reservation in 
1888. 

The reproduction of this village will not 
be especially difficult, and it will give to 
thousands of people their first compre- 
hensive idea of the American cliff dwell- 
ing, a type of home peculiar to the south- 
western United States. The houses will 
look like the nests of swallows under the 
eaves. But when they have been gained 
they will be found to have doors large 
enough for a grown person to crawl in and 
out. The bulging brow of the cliff will 
take the place of a roof, affording shel- 
ter from storms and the sun. Long rope 
ladders and zig-zagging niches for the 
hands and feet will ‘show how the cliff 
dwellers get up and down. On top the cliff 
the lookouts will watch from their towers 
of stone ready to give the alarm when any 
of Butler's Indians are seen skulking 
through the brush along the River des 
Peres. 

The River des Peres itself will enable 
the Moki Indians, who will probably come 
here for the cliff dwelling stunt, to imag- 
ine themselves at home. From the high 
mesas upon which they have their desert 
homes in the north of Arizona there is not 
a big or little river in sight, and the River 
des Peres will certainly be hard to find 
from a height of 300 feet. 

Mr. Tobin expects to provide a means for

cliff village. He will have stairways and 
elevators.

BUSCH, ADOLPHUS—The richest citi- 
gen of Sit. Louis. Proprietor the Anheuser- 
Busch brewery, the largest beer works, but 
one, in the world. The only St. Louisan 
with a castle on the Rhine, and leader in the 
people's popular guessing contest as to who 
bought the Kauffmann place. 

It is impossible to write of Adolphus 
Busch without leaving the impression that 
he wrote it himself. He has done so much 
to entitle him to applause. He has taken 
the. beer business, ence of uncertain social 
status, and put it where every American 
is delighted to bow down. He has made 
inhabditable the great Southwest. If every 
man he has saved from choking to death 
should contribute a cubic inch of granite, 
they would make him a monument higher 
than that which good Sancho Panza desired 
to raise to the man who invented sleep. 


Mr. Busch was born in 1842 near the fa- 
mous old city of Mainz, capital of the prov- 
ince of Rhine-Hesse, and one of the 
strongest fortresses in Germany. In that 
day the Emperor of Germany had not coun- 
tenanced originality in pointing the 
mustache, and rich barons who pointed 
their own as they pleased all lived in very 
strong little forts. 

Mr. Buscli’s father was a man of culture 
and meana and he gave his son a liberal 
education in those wonderful universities 
whee everybody learns to sing “O Heidel- 
berg. dear Heidelberg,” and is sure, all 
else failing, of a job with “The Prince of 
Pilsen."’ 

Mr. Busch’s father was a lumber 
merchant, and the son tried it when he 
returned from Belgium, where he had 
rounded out his college career and learned 
French. The sawdust business is pretty dry 
for a man born in the province of Rhine- 
Hesse, 80 Mr. Busch pushed on to Cologne 
and worked with a mercantile house. He 
was alert and observant. Me noticed that 
many of his countrymen were emigrating 
to the United States. So he packed his 
trunks and boarded a ship, and just about 
the time Stephen Brice was bringing down 
the grandstand outbidding the slavebuyers 
at the old Broadway courthouse, young 
Mr. Busch stepped into St. Louls.

The changes which took place in_ the 
prices of the local stocks during the past 
week are generally hard to explain. The 
usual course is to attribute the vagaries of 
the local market to the fluctuations in New 
York, but while New York had its changes, 
the St. Louis stocks hardly followed the 


eastern market 

The tractions started the week with good 
evidences of strength. On Monday Transit 
sold at $18.75 and $19, an advance over 
the close on Saturday. The next day it 
touched $19.62% and on Wednesday dropped 
off to $19.

No news was handed around as to the 
weakness of the stock and it must be as- 
cribed to-the lack of general interest in 
local speculation. Possibly some of the lo- 
cal talent has taken up New York again as 
a field giving a wider scope for speculative 
dealings. There is one feature, however, 
in the Transit situation which should not 
be overlooked. Th&t is the enormous 
amount of the damage suits which have 
been filed against the company. While it 
is impossible to tell what they will amount 
to after the court of last resort has been 
reached, the well-known antipathy of the 
average juror toward a large corporation 
is pretty good evidence that the aggregate 
amount of assessed damages will foot up 
to a large amount. Some people seem to 
think that they will more than offset the 
increase in earnings. 

The United Railways preferred started in 
with a goodly amount of business and ina 
manner which gave the opinion that it was 
up to stay. Sales on Monday at $69 to

Coming at the moment when the specu- 
lators were gaining control, and when 
a ‘runaway murket’’ was evidencing 
the folly of repeating the excesses of 
two years ago, it soon put a stop to the 
abuses from which we are only just 
recovering. It is deplorable. of course, 
that the declines following the break 
should have wrought injury to those 
who were attracted to the market in the 
belief that its greater activity reflected 
legitimate investment purchases, and 
was for that reason sane and reasonable. 
But since the setback was effective in 
ending the exploits of tricksters bent 
upon pushing their own schemes, for 
selfish purposes, at the expense of the 
market in general the interruption has 
been attended with many gvod results. 

Although most of last week's improve- 
ment was sacrificed during this reaction, 
the situation is sounder today because of 
it. The speculators availed litile except 
to accomplish their own defeat, and to 
make the public avoid those issues which 
had benefitted most through their thimble- 
rigging. 

Lordon interests were quicker to dscern 
the movement than were we ourselves.

Who is the Woman in Black? 


For what purpose does she make 


her appearance in the streets at night? What secret does she hide from 


the public? Upon what mysterious 


quest is she bent? What will be the 


outcome of her nocturnal visitations ? 
These are questions which the, Belleville citizens are asking, not 
publicly, but in a quiet way amongst themselves. 


tlE Woman in Black first made her 
if appearance in Belleville one night 

about two weeks ago, She was ob- 
served standing motionless upon a street 
corner, at Busch avenue and Weet Main 
street. One man passed her in the dark. 
ness and turned to look back at the figure 
of a woman standing there alone at night. 
Another man passed and turned to gase. 
He spoke to the first man, who was a 
stranger to him: 

“What's she doing there?’ 

“Give it up.”’ replied the other. 

But suddenly the woman turned and be 
gan walking toward them. She walked with 
a deliberate and measured step, apparent- 
ly born of long ‘rehearsal. It was as 
though she had learned her gait in a school 
of military instruction. 

The men, who had paused, supposed that 
the woman was going to accost them. They 
waited in the shadow of a house. The 
woman walked past without deigning to 
turn her head. Not by the slightest sign 
did she give indication of having observed 
the men. 8o far as they were concerned 
it appeared that she was unconscious of 
their presence. 

“Whew!” ejaculated the first stranger, 
after the mysterious woman had stalked 
on out of sight in the darkness. “I thought 
she was lost and wanted to ask us to di- 
rect her somewhere. Byt I guess she knows 
where she's going.’

Usuelly she is to be found an hour or 
two after dark, in the vicinity of Busch 
avenue and West Main street, where she 
first was secon. Lut at other times she ap- 
pears elsewhere in the city. One night 
she walked around the public square, in 
the full glare of the electric lights. Being 
heavily velled, however, she was able thor- 
Sughlvy to conceal her features and thus 
keep her identity as much a mystery as 
ever. 


A few nights ago the Woman In Black, 
according to several reputable residents ot 
Belleville, appeared in the outskirts of the 
city, coming in from the east. iA man who 
had heard of the mysterious unknown de- 
termined to follow her. He kept at a rea- 
sonable distance behind the woman as she 
etalked down toward the business section 
of the city. Never once did she turn to 
look back. though at one point her follower 
was within three feet of her and she could 
not help but know that he was tracking 
her. 


She kept upon her way, walking at an 
even stride, turning neither to the right 
nor to the left, until she reached a street 
corner near the square. At that point she 
turned sharply at right angles, as a soldier 
would do in response to an order from his 
captain. The man who was following her 
paw the Woman in Black turn the corner. 
He hastily walked forward and turned into 
the same street, not more than a minute 
after she had wheeled about.

Unusually the woman spends an hour or 
go in walking about the streets. Sometimes 
she stands motionless on a corner for fif- 
teen or twenty minutes, apparently looking 
at nothing. On these occasions she at- 
tracts a group of men and women, who 
@miand some distance away and speak to- 
gether in awed whiepers. As a rule they 
do not care to approach the veiled mys- 
tery, though one nigt last week a particu- 
larly bold young man dared to walk up to 
her and lift his hat. 

‘Good evening, ma’am.,”’ he sald. 

The W n in Black moved not a 
muscle. She stood as g-lent as a stone im- 
age.

poked out to cbserve her as she passes by 
at her uncanny gait. Silent faces appear 
in windows, and after the woman passes 
by the blinds are drawn and family groups 
talk in low tones of the mystery. 

Various theories as to the identity of the 
Woman in Black have been offered by 
Belleville citizenge. Some of these are in- 
teresting; others are hoth interesting and 
eer'e. 

One substantial business man is quoted 
as saying that he believes the Woman in 
Black is in fact a black woman, a negress:, 
who hopes in some way to avenge the re- 
cent lynching of the negro schoo] teacher 
from the neighboring town of Brooklyn. 
who was dragged through the streets and 
hanged by a Helleville mob after wound- 
ing the county superintendent of schools. 
It is Known that at the time of the lynch- 
ing some negroes made open threats that 
they would ‘get even’’ for that job, even 
if they had to wait until most persons had 
forgotten it. The citizen quoted says that 
in his opinion this apparition in black is 
either a negrese or, possibly, a negro man. 
who by concealing the features with a veil 
obviates the fear of race prejudice and 
expects perhaps to ferret out some leader 
of the mob and wreak sudden vengeance. 

“Or it may be,”’ says this theorizer, ‘‘that 
the negro man or woman intends merely 
to frighten the white people by posing as 
a mysiery and thus get what little sat- 
isfaction that may give.”’ 

Other persons are Of the opmion that the 
Woman in Black is in reality a man, and 
that he is a burglar wetching for oppor- 
tunities. They believe that if the appari- 
tion were followed with sufficient caution 
the figure would be detected in the act of 
throwing off the female apparel and met- 
amorphosing itself into an ordinary-looking 
male biped, whom no observer would sus- 
pect of having anything to do with the 
mystery. 

No burglaries, however, are reported in 
the neighborhoed frequented by the mys- 
terious n‘ght-stalker. 

One man of a romantic turn of mind has 
a theory that the Woman in Black is a 
young man of a neighboring town, who. 
forbidden by an opposing parent to pay at- 
tentions to a pretty damsel of Belleville. 
has adopted the gown and veil of a woman 
fn order to render more easy those clandes 
tine meetings w'thout which the course of 
true love running unsmoothly could not 
run at all. But no one has seen the Wom- 
an in Black holding a whispered conversa- 
tion with any young maiden of Belle- 
ville. 

As a matter of fact, e absolute silence 
preserved by the ieote is the most mys 
tifying feature of it all. Though this 
woman has been seen nearly every night 
for the past two weeks, some nights in two 
or three different sections of Belleville, she 
has not been known to utter a word to any 
one, or to speak to the voiceless air. If she 
can talk, she keeps her voice to herself. 
She is a sphinx cf the night. 

Within the past few days a story has 
been told which, in the opinion of some 
persons, seems partially to clear the mys- 
tery. This ie to the effect that a man 
living in Belleville, now of middle age, 
some years ago made love to a beautiful 
young girl in Texas when he was, for the 
time being, a resident of that state. The 
couple were engaged to be married and 
the examina nace day was set.

OMEN keep silence in the Tower 
Grove Baptist Church of St. 
Louis. 


They are not permit- 


ted to speak. The pastor of 
the 
of the congregation deem it a 
shame for women to speak in the church. It is 
only permitted to them to learn in silence, and 
that with all subjection. 

Women are commanded to be under obedience 
to men. They are told that man should be at. the 
head of the church and at the head of the family. 

The teachings for which the church has become 
distinctive among the churches of that denomina- 
tion and among other Protestant churches are 
based on the letters of the Apostle Paul to the 
These teachings 
were promulgated by Rev. Menta Sturgeon, the 
pastor, and after a good deal of opposition had 
been overcome they were adopted by the congre- 
gation. 

The adoption of these and other of Rev. Mr. 
Sturgeon’s interpretations of Scripture has re- 
sulted in the elimination of two-thirds of the con- 
gregation, but it is clatmed that the one-third 
constitute a stronger and more efficient working 
church than did the three-thirds. 

The wife of Pastor Sturgeon shares his views 
as to the place of woman in the church and in 
the home, and earnestly assists him in the propa- 
gation of those views.

Twelve years ago Rev. Menta Sturgeon, then a yeung 
business man, adopted the views with reference to 
woman's place in the church, which, durirg the past four 
years, he has been putting into effect at the Tower Grove 
Baptist Chureh on Norfolk avenue. He was actively en- 
gaged in religious work, but had not made up his 
to adopt the ministerial calling. 

At that time Mrs. Maria Woodworth, an evangelist of 
holiness proclivities whose meetings were attended by un- 
usual trance manifestations, was in St. Louis. Her preuch- 
ing gave discussion of the appropriateness of 
women occupying the pulpit. Mr. Sturgeon read parts of 
the fourteenth chapter of First Corinthians and the se-- 
ond chapter of First Timothy, and his interpretation of 
what Paul wrote led him to make up his mind that not 
only should a woman not preach, but she should not teach. 
and her voice should not be heard in the e@curch 
in the instruction of those of her own 
were present none of the opposite sex. 

Some time afterward Mr. Sturgeon decided to give up 
business life for the ministry. He disposed of his bu i- 
ness and his ‘home and he and his wife spent four years 
at a seminary in Louisville. After matriculating he served 
a church in Kentucky for some time and then accepted 
a call to the St. Louis church, which he has served ever

When ‘the took charge of the Tower Grove Church he 
found conidtions about the same as in most Protestant 
churches of the period. The women greatly outnumbered 
the men, occupied most of the positions of responsibility 
and practically ‘‘ran’’ the church. This was directly op- 
posite to what Rev. Mr. Sturgeon deemed the correct or- 
der. He began immediately to assert his interpretation 
of Paul's letters touching the point. Notwithstanding 
that his teaching was contrary to conditions existing in 
the church and to the prevailing trend of thought gener- 
allv, he was so zealous and presented his views with such 
€ rnestness and attractiveness that the memtership in- 
creased in a short time from a ‘hundred to two hundred 
and fifty. The women still predeminated and continued 
to do most of the work of the congregation. 

When the church seemed, to the superficial view, to be at 
the high tide of suceess, Rev. Mr. Sturgeon inaugurated 
a more decided insistence upon a reversal of coaditicns, 
in whicds he was supported by a gradually increasing 
number who came to share his views compietely. 

He knew that his teaching would be unpopular with 
the majority and that the church would lose member- 
ship on acceunt of it, but he believed that he was right 
and that after the transition period had been passed the 
congregation, while it would be weaker numerically, 
would be stronger spiritually and in its working efficiency, 
and he did not falter. 

When the pastor began to insist that the women 
from all positions of leadership in the church, which they 
hud been holding, in ence to the men, there was 
trouble. Seme of the women did not want to be deposed. 
They resisted the attempts to depose them as only aroused 
women can They rallied friends around them in their 
opposition to the pastor and those who stood by him.

Others have remained out and some have continued their 
opposition, but the pastor and the church hold on their 
way now, serene in demonstrated strength, and pay no 
heed to this. 

Through a course of kindly but firm dealing with in- 
different or delinquent members the church has established 
such a reputation for strictness that persons do not join 
it unless they intend to live up to its rather rigid require- 
ments, and the membership is a working membership. 

Rev. Mr. Sturgeon says tat the seventy do more effi- 
cient work than the 250 did and contribute mere te the 
work of the church and its maintenance. He declares that 
the removal of women from places of leadership has not 
tended to lessen their interest in ehurch werk er to im- 
pair their efficiency, but that on the contrary they have 
become more faithful and effielent in the performance of 
the missions of charity and mercy fer which they are 
neculiarly fitted. He thinks that many women who take 
leading parts in the other churches do lese practical work 
in proportion as they do mere preaching and teaching. 

Pastor Sturgeon has been gathering around him a 
strong force of men who have taken complete direction of 
the affairs of the dourch. He has inagisted that the man 
should be the head of the family ag well as at the head

of his congregation for the heads of the household to 
maintain an attitude of greater authority over wife and 
ehlldren than is customary in these days. when it is the 
general rule for the husband te rule the household on 
equal terms with his wife. 

The rule of never soliciting financial assistance for 
the church has arisen with other distinctive features. No 
collections are ever taken in the church and no form ef 
direct solicitation is ever employed. Unobtrusive boxes, 
with no inscription upon or near them, are placed on 
the walls inside the doors, and in these the members of 
the church depos:t their cfferinge. Rav. Sturgeon says 
there has never been a time when the coments cf ths 
boxes were not sufficient to meet the needs of the church. 

Tlhe church and the residence of the minister are located 
in a district where there are many workingmen and fac 
tory empleyer and it is of these that the membership of 
the chureh ts largely composed. 

Rev. Sturgeon says he dees not expect that the ideas 
which he adyocates touching the position of women in thé 
church and the home will beceme pepular, He, recognizes 
that they are contrary to the tendencies of the time. But 
he believes that they are right and the declares that he 
will always stand fer them, ne matter what the reguits 
may be. 

His wife ts his able and earnest assistant in the church 
work. She preaches to the women, as her husband 
preaches to the men. She holds meetings at stated times, 
which are attended entirely by women. In these meetings 
the women take part, as they are wont te do in other 
ehurches in all the services.

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HE greatest tunnel problem in the 

fi world is now being worked out to 4@ 

finish underneath the great Mount 

Simplon, that stands on the boundary line 

between the countries of Italy and Swita- 
erland. 

Four years ago two boring parties started 
work on the Simplon tunne] with twelve 
and a half miles between them. One party 
began in Switgeriand and the other in Italy. 

During that time they have been boring 
toward each other at the rate of @ feet 
a day, and at the present time it is calcu- 
lated that they are less than a mile apart. 

The great question which is interesting 
engineers in all parts of the world is this; 
Will the two boring parties meet in the 
heart of the mountain or will they miss 
one another? 

Smaller tunnc4 have been bored success- 
fully by thie method, but the Simplon will 
be the -ngest tunnel In the world. If the 
s!'_“test error has been made by the en- 
‘Aneers in working eut their calculations 
the two boring parties may never meet, 
and the project, which has already cost 
millions of dcilera, will be a failure. 

All the boring has been made through 
eolid rock. Vor tour years the two gang* 


of excavaters have been digging and delving 
in the darkness, guided enly by & few mar 
thematica] calculations.

The lances, 
the saws, the bandages, the absorbent cotton, the anti- 
beptics—all were at hand. The young women nurseg stood 
ready to render such co-operation as might be necessary. 

To reach the heart it was necessary to cut through the 
skin, the overlying muscles and the ribs, making an open- 
ing into the chest cavity of sufficient size to admit the 
insertion of the surgeon's fingers. 

Dr. Doyle, with the steady hand that comes of ex- 
perience and skill, cut an opening about two inches in 
length, thus enlarging the wound made by Barnes’ knife, 
which had been plunged directly through the left nipple.

It was considered highly 
ing in the pericardium. that the 
penetrated the heart.

The attending surgeons stood by, breathlessly watching 
the operator's deft manipulation of the instruments. The 
merest elip, the slightest turn of the instrument, the 
trembling of the fingers, might inflict a mortal wound It 
was an instance where the highest skill was imperative y 
demanded, where an accurate eve and a steady hand were 
necessary to success. 

And yet there was no time for delay. The work muat 
be done swiftly. Life depended upon it, in whatever event. 

From Dr. Doyle's fingers it was but a hair's breadth to 
death. 

The surgeon knew it, but that consclousnese gave him 
no uneasiness.

Two ‘‘fellows who swam the Bag- 
Bag’’ in Luzon, companions in he- 
roism then, met in a Kansas City, 


Kan., police court the other day. 


One was the judge on the bench. 
The other was the prisoner in the 
dock. 

Bunkies in the famous Twentieth 
Kansas Volunteers under famous 
Gen. Funston, Edward White and 
William B. Trembley swam the 
Rio Grande amid a rain of Filipino 
bullets carrying a hawser. They 
fastened the rope to a stake in the 
enemy’s occupied works. By its 
means the army was carried to glor- 
ious victory, 

They received a tribute from the 
commander of their brigade. They 
welcomed as heross when 


As the fellows who swam the 
Bag-Bag each received preferment 
in his home city. But while Trem- 
bley made the most of his opportu- 
nities and went up, White became 


the victim of adverse circumstances ; 


and went down. 

He lost his position. To get 
money he is alleged to have forged 
the name of the other fellow who 
swam the Bag-Bag. 

He was arrested, and on a morn- 
ing last week the judge on the 
bench looked down pityingly on 
the man who had been his bunkie 
in the Luzon campaign. 

Vagrancy was the temporary 
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charge. The judge declined to 
make a charge against White for 
using his name unlawfully, but the 
men who had cashed bogus checks 
insisted on prosecuting. 

Judge Trembley must try his for- 
mer bunkie if the lawyers elect to 
have the case tried before him, but 
he has asked them to take it to 
another court. 

There was no anger mixed with 
the sorrow with which he learned 
this. He had no thought of prose- 
cuting his former bunkie on his 
own account. 

If he had heen the only one of- 
fended against he would have 
taken it upon himself to discharge 
the prisoner. But men who had 
cashed bogus checks had an inter- 
est in the prisoner and the judge 
was told that they were inclined 
to prosecute him. 

The city attorney explained that 
no state warrant had been issued 
as yet and suggested that the pris- 


oner be held on a vagrancy charge’ 
until warrants could be obtained. |

“The extraordinary and most gallant 
conduct of Private BHdward White, Com- 
pany B, Twentieth Kansas Volunteer In- 
fantry, and that of W. B. Trembley, same 
company and regiment, in swimming the

On arriving home in the fall of that year 
the idols of Company B were ushered into 
the political whirl. As “one of the fel- 
lows who swam the Bag-Bag,” otherwise 
unknown, Trembley was placed on the Re- 
publican ticket for city clerk. He was 
elected, much to the surprise of the old-line 
politicians. Two years later he was re- 
elected in a campaign where the balance 
of the ticket of his political party went by 


the board. uUnce again the mills of the 
political gods ground their tireless round. 
But by this time Trembley was ‘‘boss” of 
his ward and his ward was “right.” He 
was appointed police judge. 

Private White steered a far less success- 
ful course on the sea of politics. His ark 
was not so strong and the current carried 
him down. He was given a position in the

PROGENITORS OF THE MODERN 


Some of Them Had Four Toes and 
All of Them Were Queer Beasts 
According to the Evidence of 


Their Bones. 
'e toed horse of five million years ago, 

to Gunfire and Goldsmith and the 
fleet Leonora Loring of the Whitney racing 
stables is a far cry. 

In the interim the Mosasaurs, the dra- 
gons of the sea, have existed and become 
extinct. the’ Triceratops, with the three- 
horned face and five-foot skull, have come 
and gone and the great ground sloths hav: 
passed from the fuce of the ecarth. 

Yet, across th's great breadth of time and 
change Willlam C. Whitney has stretched 
his arm, with a hand full of dollars and 
a pickaxe, and has dug vicariously from 
the soil of Dakota some of the ancestors 
of the modern racehorse, among them the 
only complete skeleton of the four-toed 
horse that has ever been unearthed. 

Little feJlaws, they are scarcely larger 
than veatling colt, having four toes to 
wa them in the great soft bogs and the 
humid grass plains, where the destructive 
hand of man had not yet appeared. Yet 
they were the progenitors of Gunfire and 
Goldsmith, and that#fs why Mr. Whitney 
honors them by digging them from their 
| five-million- -year-old graves and giving 
them a place in the Museum of Natural 
History in New York. 

It {s safe to say without going further 
that a field like this, even thoi.szh com- 
posed of thefr ancestors, would scare mod 
ern racehorses to death. 

Here we have the four-toed, the three- 
toed, the two-toed, the single hoof with 
rudimentary toes, and, lastly, the hard, 
Oblong hoof of the modern thoroughbred. 
We also have the soft rudimentary horns, 
the horniless, the glaring white stripes 
which were the equine fashion millions of 
years ago, and Jater on the subdued stripes, 
the joint-marked, and lastly the solid-col- 
ored Hipptdium. | 

The expedition -which secured the per- 
fect specimen of the ancestor of Mr. Whit- 
ney'’s thoroughbreds was under the per- 
sonal supervision of Mr. W. D. Mathew. 

[xcavating for something prehistoric 
sounds like a mammoth undertaking. but 
no Pompeli had to be dug up get this 
steed of the ancients.- The ps thee task 
in this sort of fossil-m'ning 1# to procure 
funds for the expedition.

Mrs. London Could Not Abide Her 
Husband’s Vivisection of Love, Which 
He Denominates a Disorder of Mind 
and Body. 


ACK LONDON and his wife are ‘‘out.’’ Lon- 
don is the newest sensation in fiction-mak- 
ing, the strenuous Kiplingesque young au- 
thor, whose name and picture you will see 
billboarded on every news stand and em- 
blazoned on the pages of every book-review 
publication. He is a young man, about 28, 

but has hed experiences. His latest experience is a separation 
from his wife, Mra. London having packed her belongings and 
gone to another domicile. 

This is all on account of a book, it is said, or rather on ac- 
eount of the peculiar ideas on love expressed in that book, 
which Jack London is alleged to have sought to put into prac- 
tice tn his own life. 

Mrs. London, by the way, was Elizabeth Maddern, a relative 
ef Mrs. Minnie Maddern Fiske, who was reared in St. Louis, 
and ef Wiliam R. Maddern of 4258 Russell avenue. She be- 
longed to the New Jersey branch of the Maddern family, which 
removed to California many years ago. 

It was in California that young Jack London met and 
won his wife. They lived happily together until—Jack wrote 
abook. He has written several with his name attached anJ one 
that was published anonymously is believed to be his work. 
That isthe book which is said to have caused the separation. 

Passing strange has been the love-life of Jack London, the 
author of ‘‘The Call of the Wild,’’ ‘‘A Daughter of the Snows’”’ 
and the alleged author of ‘‘The Kempton-Wace Letters.’’ 

At the very outset of the great success which he has 
achieved through his newest novel, ‘‘The Call of the Wild,’’ 
this domestic difficulty arises.

The separation brings up an interesting psychological qtes- 
tion: \Should the written love sentiments of a novelist be re- 
garded as his own? Should a wife take her husband to task 
for sentiments he has written, but never expresssea in words? 

Of course, 1f Mr. London has enacted in real life the senti- 
ments he has expressed in his novel, the course of Mrs. London 
eould be easily understood. 

Has Mr. London vivisected in everyday life what he has 
calmly dissected in his writings—the God of Love? 

Jack London was apparently happy and as contented as a 
young and ambitious author could well be. At 28 years of age 
he had not only traveled the world and seen all phases of life, 
but had achieved unusual sueeess, and had taken unto himself 
a beautiful wife. 


The couple have two children, who are with the mother. 
It is said there will be no divorce. 

Jack London is a Californian, edueated in a California uni- 
versity, and having in his mind the mist of world-wide dreams. 
When he was 17 he went to sea, before the mast. 

Even now, after many years, you may see on his hands the 
big thumb-knucekles, and in his walk the rolling gait of a salt- 
water sailor. 

Up in the Bering region he has knocked seals on the nose 
for their pelts, and has tramped the wide Northwest from the 
Great Slave Lake to the Coppermine. 

Ife joined the great rush to the Klondike several years ago, 
but like all young men who find their greatest happiness in the 
power of imagination he failed to strike gold.

HE Kempton-Wace letters were published anonymously some time ago 
by the MacMillan company. It isa strong, stirring book full of orig 
inal ideas, dealing mostly with the psychological aspect of love. 
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book is a collection of letters written by a to his foster 
and by the foster father to the son. 

Their general subject is love. The young man, a student at the University 
of California—the college attended by Mr. London for a time—has met a 
young woman who is a student of the Stanford University, to whom he be- 
comes engaged. 

Dave Hampton, the foster father, is a romancist of the poetic school. He 
believes in all the wild vagaries of love. But Wace is an analyst, a dissecter 
of human emotion, a believer in the material. 

The letters of Wace to Kempton in particular are saturated with the wild 
animal spirit of Mr. London's chosen theatre of action—the Klondike. There 
are a few writers who, by vigor, originality and priority acquire the deeds to 
certain regions. Wyoming belongs to Owen Wister. India is Kipling’s own, 
and now Jack fallen heir to Bret Harte’s California and the 
Klondike waa 

The Kempton-Wace letters are marked by all the virile qualities which 
make Mr. London's short stories famous. The letters from first to last form 
a vertebrate whole, each growing logically out of its predecessor. 

Although the book has been generally credited to Jack London, the Mac- 
Millan Publishing Cempany will neither confirm nor deny his authorship. 

In the book the author describes the fiancee of Wace as follows: 

“She is a poet. .Pre-eminently she is a poet. This must be always under- 
stood. She is the greater poet, I take it, in this dawning twentieth century, 
because she is a scien..st; not in spite of being a scientist as some would 
hold. How shall 1 describe her? Perhaps as a George Eliot, fused with an 
Elizabeth Barrett. with a hint of Huxley and a trace of Keats. I may say 
she is something like all this, but I must say she is something other and dif- 
There is about her a certain lightsomeness, a glow or flash almost 
Latin or Oriental, or perhaps Celtic. Yes, that must be it—Celtic. But the 
high-stomached Norman is there and the stubborn Saxon. Her quickness and 
fine audacity are checked and poised, as it were, by that certain conservatism 
which gives stability to purpose and power to achievement. She is unafraid, 
and wide-looking and far-looking, but she is not over-looking. The Saxon 
grapples with the Celt, and the Norman forces the twain to do what the one 
would not dream of doing and what the other would dream beyond and never 
do. Do you catch me? Her most salient charm is, I think, her perfect poise, 
her exquisite adjustment.”’ 

It is not likely that the average woman would object to a characterization 
of this kind. We must look further into the,Kempton-Wace letters, there- 
fore, for the hinge upon which a woman might ask for a separation. 

Further along in the book Wace becomes metaphysical. He writes: 

“The mood leapt upon Barbara out of the pages of ‘Katia,’ a story by 
Tolstoy. To my mind, it is a painful tale of lovers who outlive their love, 
killing it with their own hands, but the author means it to be a happily 
ending novel. Tolstoy attempts to show that men and women can find hap- 
piness only when they grow content to give over seeking love from one an- 
other. They may keep the merery, but must banish the hope. ‘Hereafter, 
think of me only as the father of your children,’ and the woman who had 
pined for that which had been theirs in the beginning of thefr union weeps 
softly and agrees. Tolstoy calls this peace, but for Barbara and me this gain 
is los# this end an end indeed, replete with all the tragedy of énding."’ 

Then the spirit of mental dissection takes possession of Jack London. 
makes Wace say: 

“Of course. I am not in love. I have just come back from Hester. Time did 
not pass tediously on the train. I did not look at my watch every other 
minute. I read the morning papers with interest and without impatience. 
The scenery was charming and I was unaware of the slightest hurry to 
reach my destination. I remember noting, when I came up the gravel walk 
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between the bushes. that my heart was not in my mouth, as it shoulé 
have been, according to convention. In fact, the sun was uncomfortable. ané 
I mopped my brow and decided that the roses stood in need of trimmireg. 
And really, you know I had seen brighter days, and fairer views. and the 
world in more beautiful moods 

“And when Hester stood on the veranda and held out hand my heart 
did not leap as though it were going to part company with me. Nor was I 
dizzy with—rapture, | believe. Nor did all the world vanish and e\ erything 
blot out and leave only Hester standing there, lips curved and arms out- 
siretched in welcome. Oh, I saw the curved lips and outstretched arms. and 
all the splendid young womanhood swaying there, and I was pleased and all 
that; but I did not think it too wonderful and impossible. 
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“And now we come to the point In the development of life from low te 
high, there came a dividing of the ways. Instinct as a factor of development 
had its limitations. It culminated in that remarkable mechanism, the be«- 
swarm. It could go no further. In that direction life was thwarted [rt 
life, splendid and invincible, not to be thwarted. changed the direction of its 
advance, and reason became the ill-potent development factor. 


“Now this is the law: Love, as a means for the perpetuation and develop- 
ment of the human type, is very crude and open to improvement. What the 
intellect of man has done with the beast, the intellect of man may do with 
man. 

“The nuptial love is the madness of non-understanding and part-undere 
standing. Post-nuptial affection is the sanity of complete understanding; it 
is based upon reason and service and healthy sacrifice. The first is a blind 
mating of the blind; the second, a clear and open-eyed unlon of male and 
female who find enough in common to warrant that union. In a word, and 
in the fullest sense of the word, it is sex comradeship. Pre-nuptial love can- 
not survive marriage any considerable time. It is doomed inexorably te 
flicker out, and when it has flickered out it must be replaced by affection, or 
else the parties to it must separate. We well know that many men and 
women, unable to build up affection on the ruins of love, do separate, or if 
they do not, continue to live together in cold tolerance or bitter hagred. 

“Now, Hester is my mate. We have much in common. There is intel- 
lectual, spiritual and physical affinity. The caress of her voice and the feaj 
of her mind are pleasurable to me; likewise the touch of her hand (and yoy 
know that in the union of man and woman the higher affinities are not posste 
ble unless there first be physiological affinity).

All told, on the five boats—Shamrocks I and III, Reliance, 
Columbia and Constitution—some two hundred men engaged. 
Two deaths {s 1 per cent of the whole number. In the Span- 
ish-American war out of the 300,000 men engaged, in army and 
navy, about 300 were killed in battle. 

In other words, where only one man in a thousand was killed 
in battle, one man in a hundred has been killed in cup hunting. 

How comes this sporting with death? 

Ask the men who sit on the spreaders, and pull the sheets, 
and trim the sails, and do the hundred odd duties aboard one 
of these swift things of the sea. With them a second gained 
even at danger of life and limb, is the one thing to be desired.

New Light Is a Boon to Photoaraphy 


NT. Lwoaw ps-G.OStdpueis are aus 
5 interested in the new Cooper Hewitt 

light. which has been found invalu- 
able to thetr art. All ofithe lights devised 
have proven ‘inadequate in photography. 
They have been too bright and glaring, and 
have prevented delicate shading. The 
Cooper Hewitt light is said to produce 
the most beautiful photographs ever taken 
in artificial light. The illustration shows 
how it is used. It is really an electric 
light working through the fusing agency of 
mercury—a form of Crookes tube. Imagine 
a@ vacuum tube about one and one-half 
inches in diameter and four feet long stand- 
ing on end and surmounted by a glass ball. 
Inside, at the bottom, is about an inch of 
mercury. Wires extend from it at the top 
and bottom. When the current is turned 
on immediately there appears in the tube 
a blue-white light. It sureads to the top 
of the tube, carrying some of the mercury

by the Indians of that country. This will 
form a part of the general exhibit. of the 
Republic of Mexico. aie 
The method of smelting copper ore, by 
, these Indians is so very old that it runs 
back almost into prehistoric times: Mexi- 
co, until recent years, was a country which did not progress with 
the rapidity of other lands. .The people were slow to take up 
hew methods and processes; and it was not until American pro- 
oe oe went into the fastnesses of the southern repubjic and in- 
roduced modern mining and refining methods that the ancient 
smelting process became unpopular. Bey 
Even now, in remote places, the Indians stil] turn the crude 
ere into copper vessels by that.historic method. They mine 
the ore fromm the earth, usually where it exists in pockets near 
the surface, and dress it in wooden troughs. The dressing pro- 
tess consists merely in separating it, as well as the work can be 
tione without a mechanical crusher, from the earth and stone 
which come with the ore. 
The crude ore is then subjected to a fierce heat in furnaces 
built of baked mud. Reduced to a matte, the copper is roasted 
in adobe reverberatory furnaces. Small smelting pits which re- 


ve m ” 


the molten metal, which thus forms into sheets. 

From time immemorial the Mexican Indians have smelted cop- 
per ore in this way, and from the sheets of copper they have 
hammered out rude vessels, such as pots, pans, vases, ladles and 
the like, for practical use, and ornamental articles such as even 
the savage likes to have about his home. . 

In the exhibit at the World’s Fair there will be a number of 
the native Indians at work with their rude implements, smelting 
copper ore. The entire process will be shown, even to the mak- 
ing of ornamental articles from the copper, which will be sold 
on the spot to defray \"2 expenses of the exhibit.. It is calcu- 
lated that there will be a considerable demand for these ar- 
ticles as souvenirs of an interesting process of transforming ore 
into a useful metal. 

The Indians, while here, will live in huts constructed by them- 
selves according to the primitive architecture still employed by 
them at their homes. These huts are roofed with tiles made by 
the natives.. Outside of their houses the Indians will sit on the 
ground, grinding their corn for the baking of tortillas, in stone 
mortars brought from Mexico. 

Great care will be taken by the Mexican commission to see 
that every feature of this interesting exhibit is true to life, and 
the world-public will have an opportunity to see the aborigines 
of the Gomain of Diaz living, eating, working and sleeping jut 
as they do in the remote regions of thei~ native country.
